With a new album launch in August, local band The Camabys 
talk us through their musical journey so far

I t’s not often you meet someone and 
instantly find that you can see how 
far they are going in life, before 
they have even had a chance to 
discuss their ambitions with you. But this 
is exactly the sense of confidence and 
good-natured ambition that Jack Mercer 
- one fifth and lead vocalist of The 
Camabys - exudes. With their album, 

Too Much Never Enough , being released 
in August, the born-and-bred Richmond 
band are hitting the high notes. 

But they still seem very home-grown 
and rooted, despite their huge successes 
of late. Having all grown up in south 
west London and been playing music 
since around the age of ten, the boys 
considered themselves bedroom guitarists 
until they were 15. Mercer and Frank 
Connolly, the bass player of the band, 
started playing at school together and met 
drummer James Morgan and guitarists 
Ben Gittins and Mike Delizo at house 
parties and the local music venues. 

‘We are hugely influenced by our 
childhoods in west London. We rehearse 
in The Cabbage Patch in Twickenham 
and the heritage of the place is incredible 
what with The Beatles and Led Zeppelin 


playing there,’ says Mercer. 

They started gigging when they were 
16, but admit that it was largely a way 
for them to invite their friends to pubs 
and branch out from childhood a little. 
‘In 2013 we started to take it a bit more 
seriously, writing our own stuff and 
playing at venues all across London,’ 
Mercer says. It was also at this point that

the band became major contenders in the 
music business. 

‘We entered the Hard Rock Rising 
competition, which is the biggest Battle 
of the Bands in the world: 12,000 bands 
enter. There is an online round where 
you have to gain as many votes as 
possible, and then there is a series of live 
rounds. You had to be in the top 25 in 
numbers of votes and then the final 
decision lies with a panel of judges,’ 
Mercer explains. ‘We actually got the

results a day late because it was the first 
time that it had been a unanimous 
decision, so they had to check nothing 
had been rigged. It was also the first time 
that a band outside of the US had won.’ 

They might only be 22 years old, but 
the band are certainly not fearful - 
perhaps the reason they are doing so 
well. Since their contract with Hard 
Rock came to an end, they are now 
focused on working for themselves. 

‘We are without a label now and 
signed to our own label Four Horsemen 
Records. I think we are at a point where 
you don’t need a label anymore. 
Essentially all you need is a great team 
(which we’ve got) and then an investor 
with a bigger budget, which is what 
labels provide,’ says Mercer. 

‘But you just don’t need to spend 
£20,000 on recording anymore. We 
recorded our latest album in two days at 
Flesh and Bones Studio in Hackney on 
next to nothing.’ 

Mercer goes on to say how the 
industry has seen a lot of change 
allowing bands to fund their own journey 
more now, something that they prefer. 
‘We put in what we want to get out - we 
trust what we do more and we’re not 
gambling with someone else’s money. 

It makes it more personal and more of 
a passionate journey.’ 

There is a certain aura of 
humanitarian passion that surrounds 
Mercer. He is clearly motivated by the

social effects that music can have on 
people and the importance of it in 
London and across the country. It’s not 
just about creating music and climbing 
up the ladder of fame for The Camabys 
(even though they are doing pretty well 
at this recently), but is instead about 
giving people the music they are 
confident in and using it to make a 
difference. 

‘In terms of the campaign for the 
album I think what we are doing hasn’t 
been done before. We are all very 
passionate about and understand that 
there are so many music venues across 
the country closing down,’ explains 
Mercer. 

‘Three or four years ago there were 
nearly 3,500 venues in the UK and now 
there are less than 2,000. So we are 
working closely with The Music Venue 
Trust, which helps those venues that are 
on the brink. We have just become their 
youngest patrons alongside Frank 
Turner, Slaves and some quite big 


names. We’re really, really excited.’ 

The band is helping the organisation by 
allowing all the money from the pre¬ 
orders of the new album to go to the 
trust. ‘It’s important to us and stupidly 
something that needs a load of support. 

If this happened 40 years ago, then we 
wouldn’t have had The Stones or Bowie.’ 

So what can we expect from them in 
the next year? ‘We want the tour to be 
really big off the back of the album,’ 
Mercer says. ‘There are a few places we 
can’t wait to go back to. We love 
Scunthorpe! We’ve got a huge following 


there, same with the Midlands - you 
know, that strange area of the UK!’ 
Mercer says that he hopes the first single 
from the album, Elizabeth makes it into 
the top 20. ‘It’s all running in the dark; 
we just don’t know what will happen.’ 

With the album being described as 
raw and ‘much more us’, it’s an exciting 
time for the band. Watch this space, 
there’s a new west London musical 
heritage just beginning.

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THE OLDEST 
CLUB IN TOWN 

Polo is having a hit of a moment, so we head to London’s oldest 
club to find out how they are shaping the future of the sport

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Professional 
instructors wil 
help you learn 
the basic rules 
of the sport . 
have you on a 
horse in your 


rules mean that you have the ball beside 
you and you hit it in a line, which creates 
a right of way for you to continue 
forward. The aim of the game is to get 
the ball through the two posts at the end. 
‘We play chukkas of seven minutes and 
there are four in a game - every seven 
minutes you have to change your horse, 
so you have to bring a minimum of two 
horses with you to a game,’ he continues. 
‘Players can go everywhere they want - 
the rules are there primarily for the 
safety of the horses, with players coming 
second.’ The lack of knowledge of the 


W hat goes through your mind 
when you think of Polo? 
For myself and many 
others, it’s a sport that I’ve 
hardly heard about and one that always 
seemed a little out of reach in terms of 
means (ie. a significant lack of horses for 
one thing!) and accessibility. Although 
it’s the game in Britain that has 
the longest running set of rules, 
as well as being considered the 
oldest game in history, it’s also 
a sport that still has limited 
appeal to many people. 

Ham Polo Club prides itself 
as being the last surviving polo 
club in London, out of the 12 
that were originally present - 
and that’s a lot of history to 
contend with. But Ham is not 
content with simply continuing 
the traditions, and is instead 
focused on redefining the face 
of polo and allowing the public 
to see that it isn’t as reserved 
for the rich as you might have 
originally thought. Helping 
them along the way is one of 
the most popular polo clothing 
brands, La Martina, and 
Charlie Wood, a professional player and 
coach at Ham. Wood came across to 
Ham from New Zealand and plays 
professionally for the club for six months 
of the year, before heading to New 
Zealand to play for the other six months. 
Having started out mucking out the 
stables here, he has seen the club grow 
over the last few years and watched as 
more people join to learn the art of Polo. 

But how do you even play? Half the 
problem with the small audience is bom 
from the fact that many people don’t 
have any idea of the rules. ‘It’s true,’

says Wood. ‘Last year I did a dummies’ 
guide to the game for GQ. Even though 
it dates back 2,500 years and has the 
longest standing mles, people just don’t 
know how it works.’ Wood explains that 
there are four players on each side, two 
mounted umpires and a referee. The 
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game, coupled with the idea that it is an 
elite sport, means that it has seemed an 
unattainable hobby for many - but it 
turns out it is actually much more 
accessible than you might think. ‘I would 
like to think the public image of Polo is 
improving - it has certainly had a hard

rep through the years,’ explains Wood. 
‘But it’s becoming more accessible now 
to watch or have a go at the game, 
whereas 20 years ago that just wasn’t 
possible.’ Wood goes onto explain that 
unless you owned the horses, you 
wouldn’t be able to have access to the 
game, but today you can go to Ham 
where they provide lessons by the hour. 

‘It’s moving on from being 
viewed as an elite sport - 
I’m seeing more and 
more people who are 
not particularly 
wealthy,’ he says. 

‘It’s never going to 
be a sport that every 
kid does, but it’s 
starting to be a lot 
more affordable.’ 

The Polo club is open 
to the public, and 
without there being a need 
for any prior riding 
experience, it means that the game is 
now becoming something that the masses 
can get involved with. Similarly, as far as 
spectating goes, you can watch club 
practices for free and on Sundays you can 
take a picnic down to the grounds and 
watch matches from midday. 

La Martina is a brand that is also 
focused on changing the image of Polo 
and showing the world that it’s there. 
Store manager Martin Ambridge once 
helped Hackett to change the image of 
rugby and he is doing the same here. 
‘Everything is done in a way that the 
millennial English market would find 


appealing,’ says Ambridge. ‘But using 
polo and adapting it to the seasons too.’ 
Prince Harry and Prince William are 
among the many fans of the brand, 
which means that, although it is 
relatively young, it already has a sense of 
heritage and history to it. ‘So it’s all 
about how we stay true to the polo 
heritage, but also grow the brand with 
polo at the root, but bringing it 
more into the modem day,’ 
says Ambridge. 

Ambridge is right, 
heritage and 
tradition is 
important and it’s 
certainly 
something that 
London loves to 
get on-board with. 

I As I canter around 
Ham Polo Club, it 
strikes me that this is a 
place channelling all things 
British, all things traditional and 
yet still embracing the changing ways of 
our city. It also strikes me as a heritage 
that we should all support. With summer 
coming up, what better way to celebrate 
our wonderful British traditions than to 
lounge back for a little Polo in the park? 
The game might not be changing 
anytime soon, but it’s starting to take 
more of a place in the 21st century and is 
accessible to even the mere equestrian 
novice like myself.

THE STAR 
PROPERTY 

With hundreds of years of history behind it, we step into a 
property taking the starring role in Richmond

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A nyone who has used the main entrance to 
Richmond Park can’t have failed to notice 
the work in progress at the former Star and 
Garter home. Locals will know that this 
building commands one of the best views in London, 
the only one in England to be protected by an Act of 
Parliament too. Also housing London’s largest park - 
at 2,500 acres - Richmond could be said to be 
London’s greenest and least urban borough. 

The charity put the historic building on the market 
in 2012 and sold it to London Square, for £50m, 
having decided that they were the best choice to 
sympathetically restore the Grade 11 listed building. 
Based on a design by prolific Gothic Revival architect 

Sir Gilbert Scott, the 
present building was 
completed in 1924. 
The Order of the 
Garter, founded by 
Edward III in 1348, 
is the most 
prestigious order in 
British chivalry. 

Its insignia contains a star, explaining the derivation of 
‘Star and Garter’. A hotel had been on the site since 
the 18th century and later additions saw its glory days 
in the Victorian period when it was one of the region’s 
best hotels and attracted custom from Charles Dickens 
to Queen Victoria herself. 

The hotel’s fortunes declined with the advent of the 
motor car. After the Great War, it became a retirement 
home for disabled war veterans. In 1916, the average 
age of residents was 22 ; by the present day, this had 
crept up to 88 . The old listed building on Richmond 
Hill became unsuitable for the increasingly infirm 
residents and the tall ceilings made it expensive to 
heat. A decision was made to build three state-of-the

art new homes in different parts of the country 
using the proceeds from the sale of the 
Richmond building. 

Working closely with the conservation officer at 
Richmond Council, London Square is building 86 
apartments with one to four bedrooms. The biggest 
problem, before work on the actual building began, 
was to excavate the equivalent of two floors of earth 
underneath the existing garden. This was to install 
two levels of underground parking, as each 
apartment will have at least one parking space. The 
original fountain has been dismantled and stored, to 
be reinstated later. Todd Longstaffe-Gowan, garden 
architect and historian, who has carried out work at 


Kensington Gardens, is carrying out the garden 
scheme. As well as a large terrace and numerous 
paved areas, there will be a lawn and clipped yew 



hedges surrounding colourful borders, with access to 
that far-reaching view over the Thames. 

It has to be said, the apartments themselves are 
stunning. Even the smaller ones are spacious, though 
all the one-bedrooms have already sold. Every 
original detail about the historic building is being 
preserved, from the sash windows and lofty ceilings 
to the low walling around the terrace. Inside, though, 
it’s all high tech and high spec with comfort cooling 
and under floor heating. There is an indoor heated 
swimming pool, Jacuzzi, spa and gym. Harrods 
Estates will be responsible for the day to day 
running, with 24-hour concierge and a town car for 
local journeys. With 70% sold, the first new owners 
move into the building in December - and a new 
slice of history will begin.

Do you enjoy cooking? 

Yes I do and I find it quite relaxing. 

I wouldn’t claim to be a particularly 
good cook, but I conjure up the odd dish, 
every now and again.

Do you have any favourite wines? 

1 love good wine, not necessarily a 
particular favourite, but anything of high 
quality is great, and so I treat myself 
every now and

Do your children 
use the kitchen? 

Actually Tobias, my 
third, does a bit of cooking and is quite 
interested, but mostly they are in their 
20 s and late teens, so all they do is heat 
stuff up - ready meals or whatever.

Are any of them following in your 
footsteps career-wise? 

No, none of them are going to be 
footballers.

Forget the dark side on TV, Nordic food in London is positively glowing 


W e’ve devoured the books, binged on the 
box sets and lusted after those cool, 
sleek lines. Because when it comes to all 
things Scandinavian, we’re a nation in 
lust. And while the likes of Noma and Faviken - world 
class restaurants with assuredly local souls - continue 
to dazzle and wow, we’re less well versed in the day 
to day tucker of Denmark, Sweden and Norway. 

Sure, we’re pretty familiar with gravadlax, 
smorgasborg and meatballs. Plus a thousand ways with 
herring. But look a little closer, and London is tilled 
with all manner of Nordic delights. Take Snaps + Rye, 
a small but perfectly formed Danish restaurant on the 
Golbome Road. Head Chef Tania Steytler might hail 
from Cornwall, but she has Scandi magic running 
through her veins. Smoked eel and potato salad, 
aquavit cured salmon, softly seductive frikadeller (a 
sort of veal and pork burger) served with Danish Blue 
Croquettes, and even a jaunt into Sweden, with the 
ever alluring Jansenn’s temptation. Flavours are clean, 
bold and beautiful, rather like the room itself. 

And talking of Sweden, don’t miss Hackney’s 
Cooper and Wolf, a much-loved cafe that not only bakes 
its own kanelbullar (cinnamon buns), but cures its own 
gravadlax. The kottbullar (Swedish meatballs) are 
lusciously succulent and have a devoted following, 
while there’s always a good spread of open sandwiches, 
on wonderful sourdough bread. For more Swedish 
succour, Hoxton’s Curious Yellow Kafe has a much¬ 
loved brunch, in addition to the usual meatballs, home- 
cured gravadlax and Swedish coffee. Both are filled with 
hungry expats, craving a real taste of the homeland. 



Garbo’s, named after the great Greta, has walls 
plastered with pictures of the Swedish great and good. 
The food is decent, with herring featuring prominently, 
along with kladomar cabbage rolls and a good range 
of Swedish beers. While Scandinavian Kitchen, on 
Great Titchfield Street, offers Danish hotdogs (rod 
poise), Swedish meatballs and Norwegian brunoost, a 
brown, slightly sweet cheese that’s certainly an 
acquired taste. For those in search of something a little 
more refined, there’s always Texture, with the deeply 
talented Aggi Sverrisson at the helm. He trained under 
Raymond Blanc, and damn, can he cook. Expect 
Norwegian king crab with black truffles and walnut, 
smoked salmon with pickled vegetables and cucumber 
granita, and Icelandic salted cod. 

Even Ikea has its own ardent fanclub and you don’t 
have to face the shop (thank the lord), rather slip 
straight into the cafe. They not only serve meatballs 
and marinated salmon, but offer a whole frozen range 
to take home too. It certainly beats putting together 
one of those nightmarish flat packs. Nordic books and 
TV shows might be relentlessly noir. However, the 
food is anything but.

Coming home to roost, Lorraine 
Angliss Little Bird finds a new home

W ith each decade that passes 
fashions change, our tastes 
evolve and what we want 
from our local restaurants 
also morphs into the next new thing. 

Here in west London we are lucky 
enough to have our very own Zeitgeist 
predictor in local restaurateur and 
resident, Lorraine Angliss. The owner 
and founder of Annie’s and Rock n’ Rose 
has just launched Little Bird, a new 
concept in Chiswick for the local market 
on the long-troubled site that has hosted 
Christian’s and a myriad of other 
incarnations with varying success. 

But let’s take a step back for a 
minute. For those newer to the area who 
may not know, Angliss is a solo-preneur 
whose nose for a trend began with 
helping Rolling Stone Bill Wyman to 
give us the wild abandonment of Sticky 
Fingers in our 20 s. For the next decade 
she created the shabby chic, relaxed 
brasserie dining of Annie’s to keep us 
happy in our 30 s, before the glamour of 
Rock n’ Rose in our noughties. 

Now Little Bird, opening this month, 
adds a further chapter in this journey

in. The comfortable low level seating 
and nature-inspired tones of muted soft 
greys, blues and yellows make it feel 
established, like it’s always been there. 

It’s an ‘uncomplicated concept for 
people who appreciate a really nice glass 
of wine and some delicious food’ she 
says, whilst admitting that it is also 
probably her most selfish project so far, 
‘just designing somewhere I would like 
to go and spend time in, it’s also for all 
the loyal friends, fans and followers who 
keep choosing to come to my restaurants 
as, without them, we’re nothing’.

and, again, Angliss seems to define what 
this decade needs and wants and 
manages to combine it with a wider 
appeal for the area as a whole. ‘There’s a 
common thread between them [the 
restaurants], but this is something new 
and what I think Chiswick needs - more 
of a grown up space. Ten years ago when 
I did Rock, I was in a different place.’ 

For her it’s like a new baby, the 
excitement is palpable and as always, 
she’s created ‘somewhere I want to go. 
There’s a trend for authentic, 
unpretentious, little places that are cool 
but boutique rather than the big spaces in 
town. If I’ve got somewhere on my 
doorstep that does amazing cocktails - 
not flashy, but just great - then why 
bother to go into town?’ 

Little Bird reflects a more mature 
confidence, comfortable in its own skin, 
but definitely not dull. ‘I feel like I’ve 
taken all the best bits from over the years 
and Little Bird is a hybrid of everything 
I’ve learnt about what feels good and 
what people want,’ she enthuses. 

That translates as handcrafted 
cocktails using herbs from their organic 
herb garden, and a grazing, bowl and 
sharing-style menu of delicious yet 
simple food. The female Head Chef 
Michelle Lepherd is a protege of both 
Fergus Henderson (St John’s) and Ruth 
Rogers of River Cafe - so her food is, 
not surprisingly, both original and 
beautifully executed. Using top seasonal 
ingredients, she’s passionate about Italian 
cuisine, but the select menu also features 
Asian and spicy influences. 


But perhaps it’s the decor - which 
Lorraine designs herself - that really sets 
her talent for nailing the Zeitgeist apart. 
‘It’s just a feeling inside me of what’s 
going to be right, how it’s going to be 
and what it should look like,’ she 
explains, adding they ripped out the 
whole interior and ‘started from the 
ground up’. ‘There’s no glitz, not even 
any pink! ’ she laughs.

TIME 

Why are SATsgetting so much 
negative publicity? 

Words SOPHIE STEAD 



W e have all seen the 

headlines over the past few 
months and worried about 
the impact of testing on 
young children. SATs papers have been 
leaked, parents have protested, and 
teachers have been calling on the 
government to change the way we assess 
children in primary school. Is it right to 
test young children? 

And, if it is, how do 
you reduce the 
pressure on children 
so they continue to 
enjoy going to school? 

Whether your child 
is at a local primary 
school or you are 
thinking of putting them into an 
independent prep school, then Year 2 can 
be a particularly busy time. In state 
schools, all children will be expected to 
take Standard Assessment Tests (SATs) 
at the end of Year 2 , and then again in 
Year 6 and Year 9 . Those looking to 
enter a top prep school (predominantly 
boys’ schools) may have to sit the 7 + 
assessment in Year 2 to gain entry into 
their new school in Year 3 (aged 7 - 8 ). 


What are SATs? 

The Year 2 SATs are based on the Key 
Stage 1 National Curriculum and are 
taken in May, covering maths, reading 
and writing. This was the first year of the 
new rigorous tests and many parents and 
schools have already protested that they 
have been too hard, putting unnecessary 
pressure on children. 

What is the 7+? 

The 7 + is an 
admissions process 
used by a number of 
top prep schools to 
assess students in Year 
2 ahead of entry into a 
selective preparatory 
school in Year 3 . The admissions process 
will vary from school to school, but you 
can expect your child to be tested in 
maths and English and, sometimes, 
verbal and non-verbal reasoning. Your 
child will also have a short interview, 
possibly with the Head. 

We often get asked whether children 
are too young for tutoring for exams in 
primary school and our answer is always 
the same: it depends on your child. The 
7 + is a highly competitive 
exam and so it’s important 
that your child feels ready 
and confident to take on the 
challenge, both 
academically and also in 
terms of their maturity. 
Exam technique, including 
timing and understanding 
questions, is vital for your 
child to perform well so 
experience of sitting 
practice exam papers will 
be useful. The structure of

both state and independent school exams 
are likely to change over the next few 
years, but by embedding a love of 
learning from a young age, you are 
providing your children with the tools 
to tackle any academic challenge 
with confidence.

Planning ahead and mixing up 
revision techniques can help to 
embed learning and ensure school 
and even tests remain an enjoyable 
experience.

ver the past seven years 
home values in London have 
doubled, rising 11% year-on- 
year in April - more than any 
other region. ‘London has led the way 
this April, with the value of the average 
home in the capital breaking through the 
£600,000 barrier for the first time,’ 
comments Adrian Gill, director of Your 
Move and Reeds Rains estate agents.

T he average property price in 
London is now £534,785 
(source: Land Registry), some 
13.9% higher than 12 months 
ago. Domestic demand has been strong, 
fuelled by low interest rates, help-to-buy 
schemes, population growth, a relatively 
stable economy and consumer drive for 
home ownership or investment. 

London is centred on certain prime 
residential areas and surrounded by a 
diversity of sub-markets. While Greater 
London has continued to see strong price 
growth, the prime central markets have 
slowed remarkably over the last 18 
months. In these areas price growth has 
dropped significantly and transaction 
volumes declined. Growth is therefore 
being driven by the market for properties 
generally priced under £1,000,000. 

We anticipate minimal growth in 
central London over the remainder of the 
year with the outer boroughs continuing 
to lead London’s property capital 
appreciation. It is important to note that 
the large increases in prices seen since

tenant demand has reduced. Analysing 
the drivers of rental levels, evidence 
from our offices shows that the ratio of 
those looking to rent with those looking 
to let in central London has fallen from 8 
in Q1 2015 to 4 in Q1 2016, indicating 
much less pressure on rents. Among our 
south west London offices, this ratio has 
increased from 7 to 12 over the same 
period, indicating increased pressure on 
rents. 

There is good demand in the market 
as a whole, but in those areas that have 
seen an increase in supply, landlords 
have had to reduce asking prices in order 
to secure a tenant and avoid protracted 
void periods. Following the EU 
referendum we anticipate less hesitancy 
and more activity in the market, which 
should bode well for rental growth in 
some areas.
